The Fournal of the Siege of Landau, contain’d in the 
Prints that come over in the laft 4 Mails from Holland. 
From the Camp before Landau. 

HE 3d of November N.S. the King of 
the Romans and Prince Lewis of Baden 
view’d the Approaches, and his Majefty 
gave the Workmen Money. The Night 
between the 3d and 4th inftanc, 16 

Twenty four Pounders were planted upon the Bat- 

- tery raisid on the Left to make a Breach ; and at 

Day-break began to play. The 4th we work’d hard 

upon the other Batteries for making Breaches. In 

the Evening the Enemies {prung 2 Mines before the 

Counterguard on the Left, but without doing us 

- much Damage. That day we had 8 Men kill'd, 

among them a Captain of Artillery; and 49 wounded. 

The. Night between the 4th and 5th we blew up by 
a Mine the Enemies Place of Arms before the Coun- 

rerguard on the Left, and made a Lodgment there. 

Likewife 2 refolute Grenadiers went down into the 

Ditch, (which then had no Water in it,) to feek for 

Sauciffons, [a Sauciffon is a Train of Powder wrap’d 

in a Cover of 2 Inches Diameter, and is fir’d to {pring 

Mine, into which one end of it reaches, ] and they 

difcover'd two, which they cut and brought up with 

them; that day we had 29 Men kill’d and 83 

wounded. The 6th, one Battery on the Left fir'd all 

day with good Succefs. Some Grenadiers that went 
down into the Ditch, found the Sauciffon of a Mine 
that was under a Place of Arms. We hadi1 Men 
kill’d and 78 wounded, among them a Captain. The 
qth, to cover our Breach-Battery we made a Breaft- 
work on the Left, and began to work upon 4 Def- 
éentsinto the Ditch ; 2 faceing the Half-moon, and 
the other 2 the Counterguards on the Right and 

Left. The Enemies Bombs did forie Damage to our 

Breach-Batrery, but it was foon repair’d,and we con- 

tinued working to prepare the other Batteries. We 

had 6 Men kill’d and 85 wounded. Deferters that 
came over to us that day, (as many do daily,) re- 
ported, thar the final] Grenadoes and Stones caft out 
of our Mortars had done great Execution upon the 

Enemy. The Night between the 7th and 8th, we 

fix’d the Gabions of out Breach-Battery, and rais’d 

Batteries.of Mortars on the Right and Left. The 

Breach-Battery being finifh’d 60 Demi-Culverins were 

plac’d on it, and began to fire the 8th at Day-break ; 

the King of the Romans being in the Trenchns; we 
had 12 Men kill’d and 98 wounded. The Night 
between the 8th and 9th,fome Grenadiers were com- 

“manded to attack a {mall Poft call’d Caponier pof- 
fefsid by the Enemy in the Covert-way ; which they 
burnt after they had driven them out. We had 7 
Men kill'd and 96 wounded, The 10th we fet on 
fire the Fafcines and Works with. which the Eremy 
had repair’d the Breach made in che Half-Moon laft 
Year ; and it fucceeded to exepectation. The Bat- 
tery of the Imperialifts which is on the Right, did 
great Execution ; But it being obferv'd that that of 
the Pruffians, which is on the Left, was a little too 
far off, we fell to work to carry it forwarder. Some 
Deferters that came out of the Place, reported, that 


the Garrifon confifted of 2500 Men. We had 26 
Men kill’d and 95 wounded. The rith the nemy 
ler the Water into the Ditches, which before Nighr 
rofe 8 Foot-high, whereby the Sauciffons that iay in 
the Ditch were render’d unferviceable. This letting 
the Water into the Di:ch oblig’d the Pruffians to 
mend their Battery ; and to raife a new Battery of 
Guns. We had 9 Menkill’d and 67 wounded, The 
2 Batteries of 2 Guns each, and 1 of 2 Mortars was 
rais'd near the Place of Arms before the Half-Moon, 
which piay’d all Day with good Succefs on the Flank 
of the Counterguard. That Evening feveral large 
and {mall Mortars were plac’d on the Right of the 
Attack. We had 21 Men kill’d and 96 wounded. 
The Night between the 12th and 13th the 4 Defcents 
were advanced to the Ditch, and began to throw the 
Earth of the Covert-way into it. We had 9 Men 
kill'd, one of them a Captain; and 56 wounded. 
The 14th we continued to throw in Earth ro fill u 
the Ditch. We advanc’d fo far towards the Half- 
Moon, ‘that a Gallery was fix'd to the right Face of 
it. Wehad 5 Men kill’d and 46 wounded. The 
15th we continued to work to perfect our Gai- 
leries, and that with fo much Succefs, that two were 
affix'd with their Parapets to the Breach of the Half- 
Moon, notwithftanding the Fire made by the Be- 
fieged from their Artillery and fmall Arms. Wecon- 
tinued ro work likewife to fill up the Ditches, and 
our Batteries fir'd inceffantly to enlarge the Breaches. 
That Day we had five Men kill’d, among them 2 
Captain and 68 wounded. The Night following,the 
Prince of Baden having viewed our Approaches to- 
wards the Half-Moon, and having reported to the 
King of the Romans the good Condition he found’ 
the Breach ih the Right Face of the Half-Moon ; 
his Majefty cemmanded General Bibra with fome 
Troups to ftorm the faid Half-Moon ; This attack 
fucceeded fo that our Granadiers clim’d up the 
Breach before they were perceiv’d, and drove the E- 
nemy over a Batricado, which they had made with 
‘Trees and pieces of Timber on the Left of the Half- 
Moon. Then oar Men took Poft on the Point of 
the Half-Moon, and begun a Lodgment of 20 Paces 
long, having a Communication with the Galleries, 
which they finifh’d before Day-break the next Morn- 
ing. The 16th at 8in the Morning, the Befieged 
{prung a Mine nearthe Lodgment we have mention’d, 
but did our Men no Hurt; and afterwards made a 
Sally to endeavour to beat them from the Lodgment, 
but were prefently repuls’d with Lofs by our Grena- 
diers ; fo that our Men perfected that Lodgment. 
We had 10 Men kill'd, among them a Captain, and 
112 wounded, among them 2 Captains, 2 Lieute- 
nants, 1 Enfign, and 2 Ingeniers. The Night be- 
tween the 16th and 17th we enlarg’d our Lodgment 
and fecur’d it by Banquette ; and the Cannon which 
had made the Breach in the Half-Moon, were turn’d 
againft the Curtain. The 17th we continued to work 
to fill up the Ditch ; and to run Galleries along the 
Coutrerguards ; of which Galleries that on the Right 
was advane’d over 3 Parts in 4 of the Ditch. We 
had 28 Men kill’d and 130 wounded ; ainong them 
2 Captains, 1 Lieutenants, and 1 Enfign. he Be- 
fieged*have ftilla Lodgment in the Neck 
oon, 
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Moon, but cannot maintain themfelves in it long, 
becatife ir has a Communication with the Place only 
in one part ; and ’tis probable they keep it, only that 
they may {pring 2 Mines which they have yet re- 
maining. The King of the Romans is daily in the 
Approaches, to animate the Soldiers by their pre- 
fence ; and his Majefty diftributes 4 great deal of 
Money among them, to encourage them under the 
extraordinary Fatigues they undergo, Our Breach 
Batteries continue to play; but the Enemy having 
repair'd the Breaches made in the laft Siege, with 
Fafcines and Timber, our Bullets have .not fo great 
an Effect upon them as they would have upon Earth; 
The Betieged have likewife thrown up an Intrench- 


ment within the Place,planted it with Palifadoes, and : 


made a deep Dicch before it ; and feem refolv'd to 
defend themfelves to the laft Exxtremicy. 
From the Paris Gazette, dared November 15. 
Strasbourg, Nov. 5. Ail the News we have re- 
ceiv’d from the Enemies Camp before Landau, con- 
firm, that they fuffer’d excraordinary Lois in their 
Attacks of. the Lunette de Mclac and o: theCounter-' 


{carp, of which laft they were nor Mafters the 2d of 


this Month. They found themtelves oblig’d to ad- 
vance to the Covert-way by Saps, and yet the Be- 
tieged made fo greata Fire from their Arullery and 
{mail Arms, and threw fo many Grenadoes and 
Stones among thent, that they had a great number 
of Scldiers kill'd or wounded daily. They have Sare- 
ty receiv’d from Frankfore a Convoy of Ammunitt- 
ons ; but they complain that Powder enough is noc 
fent co them, and thatthe Bullets they receiv’d are 
not of a fize proportionable to their heavy Artillery. 
‘We areinform’d likewile, chac their Troops are dif- 
courag’d by the Fatigues they encure, and by the 
vigorous Refiftance. of the. Befieged ;:and that the’ 
Diftempers which continue among them, carry off 
great Numbers of their Soldiers. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated November 22. 

Strasbourg, Nov.12. The Advices relating to the 
Siege of Landau are very uncertain, the Befiegers 
taking extraordinary Care to conceal the greac Lof- 
fes they fuffer. What we have been able to learn, is, 
that the 3d of this Month they {prunga Mine under 
the Parapet of the Place of Arms of the Covert-way, 
before the Ravelin ; that they lodg’d themfelves tire, 
and work’d to raife a Battery for making a Breach 
in the Ravelin : That the 6th the Befieged difmount- 
ed one of the Batteries which they had made on the 
Glacis of the Counterfcarp, not having been able to 
poffefs themifelves of the Coveruway. The laft cer- 
tain Information we receiv’d, was, (and the Enemies 
themfelves own thé fame particulars, ) that from the 
aft of this Month to thé 7th at Night they had be- 
tween 6 aid 7oo Men kill’d or wounded in the At- 
tacks. They write from Haguenau, that 2 Defer- 
ters who were come thither, aud who were in the 
Trenches the 6h reported, that the Enemies had 3 
Batceries of ro Pieces of Cannon each, one of which 
batcer'd the Ravelin, and the other two the two 
Counterguards : thar they were preparing to make 
Defcents into the Ditch ; but that the Sieur Lauba- 
nie hadrender’d that difficult, by caufing Trenchesto 
be made in the Ditch which he had kept dry by ftop- 
ping the Warer ; that the Befiegers eridezvour'd to 
ruine his Sluices with their Cannon, burcthat he had 
fecur’d them by a Breaft-work. Thar the Befiegers 
were extreamly fatigu’d and difhearten’d, and 
thar ic was repotted in their Camp they had loft 10 
or. 12000 Men in this Siege, in the Attacks they had 
made, by Sicknefs, or Defertion. ’ 

From the Paris Gazecte ala Main, dated Nov. 22. 

Pars, Nov. 22. \We bave receiv’d certain Advice 
from Monfieur de Laubanie, that the Enemies were 
not Mafters of rhe Covert-way till the 9th inftant ; 
and thar after they have pafs'd the Ditch and taken 
the Half Moon and Counterguards, he will find them 
Employment ; For he has cut off the 2 Baftions from 
the ref{t of the Body of the Place; and fet Men to 


work to throw up an Intrenchment behind the River, 
which will form a new Tbwn ds it were, where ’tis 
prefum’d by thofe who are skill’d in Military Affairs, 
— may hold out a fortnight before he need capi- 
tulate.
